Before 
shipping  we  defoliate  the  plants,  chill  them  in  a  cool  house  at  a 
temperature  of  about  40  degrees;  pack  in  cold,  damp  moss,  wrap 
each  bundle  of  ten  seperately,  and  pack  shipment  in  box,  or  package, 
lined  with  paraffined  paper,  using  the  proper  amount  of  Sphagnum 
moss.  We  guarantee  arrival  of  plants  in  first  class  condition.  These 
plants,  planted  in  the  summer  and  early  fall  will  give  a  good  crop 
of  bloom,  beginning  about  45  days  after  planting  and  continuing  until 
killing  frost,  and  in  warmer  sections,  throughout  the  winter.
